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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

to clarify the reasons for allowance claim 7, claim 21 now rewritten as claim 20 
(instead of claim 21), and claim 26 were previously objected to as being dependent on a 
rejected base and have now been written in independent form to make them allowable. 

Claims 1,10,23, and 28 have been amended and overcome the prior art 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 on the basis of Keener or Weed. 

Applicant's comments on page 9 of the response in regards to the previous 
office action being incomplete because of the failure to address claim 19 require 
comment by the examiner. The examiner did address claim 19 in the form of a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 101 ( see page 2 of the previous office action ) however no prior art 
rejection was made of claim 19. Additionally in section IV of the response applicant 
even mentions claim 19 in regards to the rejection under 35 U.S.C.101 but does not 
mention that it is being amended in this section. Applicant does address the rejection in 
the form of an amendment to the claim and on page 8, third full paragraph of the 
response explains the amendment. 

The remaining claims are dependent upon one of the independent claims 
mention above and are allowable for the same reasons as the parent claim.
